Thishbill would expresstheintent of the Legidatureto enact legidation
requiring all transient high risk sex offendersto wear global positioning
system devices for life and to register with authorities every 5 days. It
isfurther theintent of the L egislature to define “high risk sex offender”
for these purposes, and that these provisions will apply to al these
offenders, including those adjudicated prior to the enactment of the
measure.
